SUBJECT: Hasting of tie Fairfax County Board of Supervisors 


1. On ? March 1956, as directed, 1 attended a meeting of the 
Board in the town of Fairfax for the purpose of heaif iti g t projected 
talk by Mr* Bag or Fisher on the subject of GU*s locating at Langley, 
Virginia. The item ms scheduled <m the agenda for 1500 hut due to 
the pressure of other business did not cccas up until about 1520 and 
lasted for shout 45 a&sartes. 

2. Mr. Fisher prefaced Ms rem ark s with the statsasent that 
although he tad objected to CIA's l o c at i ng at Langley la the past, 
that Macs the question no w seemed to be settled, Ms only 

was that the O oun t y totes whatever steps nigh t be necessary 

to cushion the impact, fisher stated that the building would be 
large waaa&\ to acocerreodatc 16,000 oapLoyeeg, expected to acccnaodatc 
ID, COD inaadiately, and it «a» estimated that 5,O0C employees would 
be nosing their residences to Fairfax within the next fair years. M 
*i«> stated that exc av ation far t h* basemen t of the taam j 

Involve a fantastic m a om ft of dirt to be hau l ed assay (1 hare forgotten 
the figure but it was several million cubic yards) and that this hauling 
should be so scheduled as not to icdeafnre with present traffic on 
already overcrowded roads in the Langley area. 

Fisher stated that he fait that there were three major complexes 
of problems with which the County shou l d concern itself: (1) roads,

position comparable to that vs ast in Mr. h ' 11 "^ 1 1 in our talk of 
6 March— that additional and Improved roads would be' necessary, 
that the Federal Covennant should bear a substantial portion of 
the cost, and the County should press CIA to act as spokesman with 
the Congress. On the subject of *<•»«<*«£ he negtloo ad the B CX 
be** expre ss ed bi s desire to naintain the present nature of the 
Langley area and he (Fieher) hoped that the dA would act in con- 
junction with the County to imnLamemt the Master Plan, or at least 
the aiming portion thereof, before the area developed sufficiently 
that no rem e dial action could be taken. On the subject of sewerage

expressed * vi&h. that the County would consider la its Installations 
ia the Leraglcy area not only the n&q uiraaants of CXA but also the 
broader requirwaatits of present and projected residents. 

Fisher concluded with a reeoHweadatioo that the Board appoint 
a ocuslttee iSiis^ might represent this Board and the various plaanint , 
a^mciea t© act as liaison with and wmfcefo-dag ewer CIA activities in 
the County in order to insure adequate protection of the County's 
interests. 

3* next speaker was Hr. Richard amLtfc, Sditor of the Providence 
Journal* Although Mr. Smith's remark* were somewhat rambling, they 
were generally favorable to at A. 3ha gist of his statements seemed 
to be that, although substantial population growth in the County, 
including the Langley area, was to be expected, that very little of 
this growth would be attributable directly to the CZA; and that m 
any esse, the Agency was prepared to be a good ei titan at the County 
and could be relied upon to do the right thing . 

k. Mr. lavnsead of the Chamber of Commerce was the last speaker. 

He stated that it was his opinion that although there would be # <i we 
detriment to the County from CIA locating, there, that the benefits 
would far outweigh the detriments. Be alee expressed m.« ag p reel ati <*«p 
of the Agency's good intentions a* Mr. Smith bad dome on the subject 
of roads. Be stated that he hoped th a t the Board mot interpose 

a* 0 r entamfcraeces to CIA's carrying out its expressed intentions . 

Ifea* Wi lkins asked him if that must he felt that there was still yyy 
possibility that some action by the County might keep the CIA out. 

Be replied that be did not believe so# but since them were many 
other areas that wanted CIA and would leap upon any morsel of encourage** 
mmt t a my foot-dragging by the County would only result in publicity 
unfavorable to the County. 

5* On the co n clusion of t hcae various remarks Mr. proposed 

to the Board that a committee be created such as Mr. Fisher had 
s ug gested. Bo further reoQDnend&d that he, aa the Board member fressi 
Brwmevill© District, should be a member of such a committee. Mr. Keith, 
before Mr. Leigh's notion had been seconded, offered a substitute motion 
that the matter be referred to the Fairfax County Wanning CcaBSdssioa 
or a subcommittee thereof fsr than to handle. Mr. Be Bell seconded 
Mr. Keith's motion. After considerable discussion as to the propriety 
at referring this to the Oowaission or establishing a special committee, 
Mr. Keith's motion was carried 6 - 1 , with only Mr. Leigh dissenting.
